of determining the transmission weighting vector by a matrix product from a noise power 
matrix, wherein the noise power matrix is a function of a power of an isotropic noise, a 
power of a downlink interference, and a downlink channel vector, wherein the downlink 
channel vector representing an angular sampling of a transfer function of the downlink 
channel in directions covered by the array of antenna.
